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Palestine—An Appeal to 
the British Government 


lk, need make no apology for returning once again to the 

grave Palestinian situation and, in particular, to what 

must be regarded as its most menacing aspect —we 

refer, of course, to the suggestion that Jewish immigration into 
the country may shortly be suspended. Rumours-that such a 
step is contemplated have been rife now for a considerable 
period. That it is not raled out may be inferred from a reply 
civen by the Colonial Secretary to a question on the subject 
last June. As regards the suggestion that there should 
be a temporary suspension of immigration while the Royal 
Commission is carrying out its inquiry, I am not,” be said, “at 
present in a position to make any statement as to the 
intentions of His Majesty’s Government beyond saying that 
their decision will be taken in due course on the merits 
of the case.” There is no plain rejection of the suspension 
proposal in those words, but, on the contrary, an unmistakable 


‘hint of acceptance if the merits of the case justify it. There is no 


lack of pressure upon the Government to make it come down on 
the Arab side of the fence which it uncomfortably be 
-trides. It is being exerted not only in Palestine but by influential 
iarters at home. <At the same time, the Foreign Minister of 
iraq has descended upon the Palestinian scene in the capacity 
of mediator. After a visit to Government House in Jertisalem he 
has been in busy confabulation with Arab leaders. It is generally 
understood, says The Times correspondent, that he is seeking a 
formula for the solution of the present deadlock along the lines 
of the immediate cessation of violence and the subsequent 
toppage of immigration—in other words a yielding to force 
ch as the Colonial Secretary so stoutly disclaims. There is, 
therefore, no exaggeration in the statement madeat this week's 
meeting of the General Zionist Council that the susvension of 
Jewish immigration into Palestine may be decreed at any 
moment. Indeed, it proclamation has, according to vesterday s 
Daily Telegraph, already been issued by the Arab leaders call- 
ing off the strike and terrorist campaign. The proclamation, 
ihe correspondent reports, was issued after a Conference of the 
Arab Supreme Committee which ended in an agreement. to 
necept the proposals for a settlement put forward by the Iraqi 
foreign Minister. The Times’ version of these proposals is 
confirmed by the terms of the proclamation, which give assur 
ances that when order is restored the Government will suspend 
Jewish immigration. It is true that the British Government is 
aid to have refused written undertakings to this effect. But 
the Iraqi mediator is said to have assured the Arabs that 
Britain will give sympathetic consideration to their demands 
“hen the violence ends. 
In these serious circumstances the Jewish Agency (British 
Section), has done well to summon, for September Tth next, a 
pecial Conference of Anglo-Jewry for the purpose of expressing 
ihe profound anxiety with which the Community views the 
situation. The only fear is that this step may come too late 
ind that the Con‘erence, when it assembles, may- find itself 
confronted by accomplished fact. It is, therefore, of the utmost 
urgency that the Community should make known through 
public meetings and by other means its emphatic opposition to 
any plan of the kind referred to. The Government should be 
made to realise that any such move would be a shock to the 
\lLole Jewish people, who are united, to aman, onthis issue. It 
would go far towards shattering that confidence in the British 
idministration which it has all along been their earnest wish to 
maintain. And it would fill many of them with bitterness, and 
ilso with astonishment. Why, they will ask, should Jewish 
forbearance under unheard-of provocation be rewarded in this 
scurvy fashion, and how could the Jewish youth in Palestine 
be restrained in future from copying the successful tactics of 
the Arab terrorists and forcing concessions by violence? What 
1S righit for the Arab cannot be wrong for the Jew. It is no use 
arguing that the Arabs were once placated by suspending

the flow of Jewish immigration. The very recrudescence of 
outrage to-day shows how false and misguided that policy was. 
Moreover, the riots of three vears ago were not followed by 
immigration concessions. That decision was a welcome display 
of firmness and common sense. But the terrorists do not believe 
that it was anything more than a temporary iapse from previous 
policy. And if to-morrow there should be another spasm o! 


Government weakness their suspicions would be confirmed. 


The rule of the bomb would be established, for all time and fo 
all sections of the population, as the guiding principle of Pales 
tinian politics. The Government of the country would become 
well-nigh impossible, and Britatn’s proud reputation as a 
colonising power would be irremediably besmirched

VERY interesting, and almost amusing, are the Polish Govern 
ment's manceuvres for solving its Jewish problem 
HUMAN and incidentally doing a little lucrative business 
EXPORTS on its own, or rather the national, account. Th 
country, so runsthe argument, is Gver-populated 
There are three million Jews. Why not emigrate them to Polish 
Colonies, to be found by the League and financed by the rich 
nations ? Emigration, as a solution of the Polish Jewish 
difficulty, is not a.new suggestion. Neither; for that matter, 
is the demand for colonies. Only recently a Polish publicist 
had a bright idea under which Poland would export her 
Jews to Brazil and Brazil would export her coffee to Poland under 
monopoly conditions. Quite a fresh development in the practice of 
barter—-Polish Jews for Brazillian coffee! The present, however, is 
the first occasion on which the Polish Government bas not only 
officially endorsed the emigration plan but linked it also with the 
colonial dream. The answers areobvious. If the population is to 
be thinned out there is no reason why the old-established Jewish 
population should be the prime victims of the process. And, 
secondly, if the Polish Jews are to be colonised, it had better be under 
more promising auspices than those of a country which bas shown 
that it does not know how to give them a square deal on its own 
national soil! Only last week we reported that twenty Polish Jews 
had been sentenced to terms ranging from three to twelve months 
imprisonment for the sote reason that they had taken part in the 
Jewish protest strike against the ghastly pogrom at Przytyk!

As a judicial process, the trial of a number of very prominent 
members of the Soviet cannot impress opinion 

THE MOSCOW . elsewhere—and least of all in this country, 
TRIAL where confessions are indisputably confessions 
and the help of Counsel is permitted. But 

while the rest of the world looks on with doubt and anxiety at 
these mixtures of melodrama and political frenzy, it cannot but 
remember that Russia is not the only place where politica! 
suspects are disposed of in summary fashion. Who has 
forgotten Germany's “June 30th,’ when a _ brutal purge of 
undesirable Nazis was carried out without even so much as 
a pretence of a public trial? As between Stalin and Hitler, 
there seems little to choose. Both are compelled to preserve their 
dictatorial power at all cost and ready for any measures to that end. 
Their action is of the very nature of dictatorship, which cannot 
afford the slower methods of law, but must rest in large measure 
or over-awing force. It can be said at any rate for Russia that 
until to-day the lives of the founders of the Soviet system have not 
been taken, whereas in the parallel case of the Nazis short shrift 
was shown. The pity is that the Russian tragedy should have 
been staged at a time when Stalin seemed to be feeling his way 
towards more liberal conceptions of gevernment, and Russia. 
emerged from its political isolation, was becoming more and more 
vital element in the collective peace system, 
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But it does “ surrender.” Not the least inexplicable feature of 
the Moscow proceeding, was the abject and 
grovelling self-humiliation, and even hysteria, 
with which the prisoners confessed their sins. U 
was scemingly a surrender of every element of 
manliness and self respect. \s a measure of the sincerity, of their 
repentance it was UncOnVINCcINE. What else it betokens does not 
emerge from a trial which was throughout as perplexing to the 
foreign observer as it was sickening in ifs ultimite issue. One 
cannot forbear to reflect how different the careers of these men 
might have been had they been born and reared in a different 
environment than the iron and brutal Tsarist regime! Here. what 
ever we may think of their opinions, were a number of individuals 
of great ability who, in a free State, might have lived lives of great 
beneficence, and at the end of their days have died, honoured 
citizens, in their beds. Instead, the denial of liberty and a regime 
of rigorous repression condemned them to a stormy career termin 
ated only by the firing squad. Instead of abusing Communism 
would it not be better to rail at the conditions which produce it 
conditions of persecution and despair ?

:* is a melancholy truism, of course, that Jewish history is 

largely the story of struggle against continual physical 
Other peoples, no doubt, have undergone a similar experience, 
and failed. But the struggle of the Jews has, so far, succeeded 

baffling and irritating fact for their many assailants. That 
struggle continues to this day. If Jewry is stubborn, 
enemies. It is an epic struggle, the like of which

solitary people on the defence against numbers of enemie 
as I once said, again and again. on a number of fronts simu! 
taneously, and yet mysteriously bolding its own. It is true that 
modern European nations bave had to do battle similarly, and that 
they may be driven to do so once more at Heaven knows how early a 
date. But, whereas. they have had allies prepared to fight with 
them to the bitter end, the Jews have none. No nation will fight 
for the Jews. What is more, a people usually fights for its 
sovereign independence—to avoid passing under foreign rule or 
domination.. It does not fight against extinction. But Jewry's 


fight is a fight not for the attributes of sovereignty but for 
very existence, 


Its very life as a community is in several 
quarters threatened or attempted. The motive may be hate, spite, 
envy or what not, and the weapon of attack may be the boycott or 


the bomb. It matters not! 


| Pap tohscarete however, intellectual idealists have given a different 

turn to the grand struggle. Their desire is not for the exter- 
mination of Jewry buf for its extinction everywhere as a separate 
unit among the world’s communities. Jewry, they exclaim, must 
disappear! but Jews need not. The individual Jew is generously con- 
ceded his right to exist, but not gua Jew, and exclusively as a member 
of some other people—a short way round the problem of Jewish 
survival which may be summed up as death through absorption. 
is there, | would like to know, a case on record in which a people of 
sixteen million souls has thus been summoned to put an end to itself? 
Is there any people that would not indignantly repel this invitation 
to suicide and perhaps return the compliment to its challenger? 
And has not every civilised people—many would add 


semi- 
civilised 


people—the right to live, especially one which has 
vindicated its right by two thousand years of resistance and culture ? 
Even the uncivilised are protected from extinction. 
creatures are preserved from extermination. Why must Jews 
alone be singled out for discontinuance” And how dare any one 
people call upon another human group to make this sacrifice ? 


Non-human 


\CUSES for so unreasonable a piece of advice are advanced. 
The Jew, it is said, by his Zionism and his culture—his 
conscious effort at self-perpetuation——is adding to the plaguy 
nuisance of separatism and nationalism. But how grotesque 
is that charge in the presence of the raging nationalisms of 
our day! If complaint has to be lodged against the perils and 
injustices of nationalism, let it be addressed not to their Jewish 


victims but to the gentry at Berlin. If the swashbuckling advocates 


of nationalism and militarism are to be restrained. let them be 
sought where they exist, among the aggressor 


peoples and the 
poison-gas merchants ! 


t is argued, again, that Jewry deserves to 
be removed because it is not, like other peoples, an entity living on 
its own soil but is scattered in minority communities among the 
nations, and therefore acts as an irritant to them and a menace: to 
world peace. The obvious answer is: Then give it a soil of its own! 
(rive it back its ancient patrimony in Palestine ! But some of the very 
advocates of Jewish extinction deny it that home, and while the 
enemy in London revives the cry I was familiar with in my _ boy- 
hood days—" Go back to Palestine !"—I have yet to be convinced 
that there is a people that is prepared to take serious risks to 
facilitate the journey. It is true that if Palestine really did become 
one day as Jewish as Britain is British, it would still not accommo: 
date all Jews and that Jewish minorities would still continue 
elsewhere, if they did not die out under other influences. But 
would this be a situation unparalleled so far as other peoples are 
concerned? Has not every nation its minorities in other countries? 


Am I wrong in my belief that Ireland contains only a minority of 
the Irish people ? 


LL this talk of racial suicide, however, is asin against humenity 

as well as against Jews. If Jews are irritants because they 
constitute minorities that are “ different’’ from their neighbours, 
that is no good reason for asking them to“ get out!” ‘Clear out!” 
is the argument of bigoted intolerance. It is a dangerous argument, 
for once you attack Jewish differences the road is prepared for an 
attack on others—differences of political view and of religious ton- 
Viction, And it is an evil thing, bad for all human progress, for a 
world in which dissent or “ otherness" is penalised is a world on the 
way to stagnation or decay. The Jew's struggle for survival is, in a 
word, a service to humanity and should not be viewed as an 
offence. If he excites the dislike which the like are said to feel for the 
uulike, that is not a reason why he should endeavour to strip him-

and the parent of war.

{t is the prolific source of friction, 
Instead of assailing the Jew for his age. 
long stand against au unreasoning and immoral sentiment, men 
should acclaim him as a potent factor in the creation of a new 
happier world. It should hail him as the benefactor 
ready up till now for unending martyrdom in the cause of human 
brotherhood—a martyrdom which compares with, and indeed 
exceeds, in pain and duration, any of the immolations before which 
mauy bow in reverence and to which they sing hymus!

ND what, too, of the sheer poltroonery of the suicide advice? 
What a counsel of cowardice is it to say to a people: 
“You are not like us, auit existence! Surrender to pressure! 
Give up the super-struggle sustained by your fathers, because 
if means discomfort or worse, or because we dislike if too!” 
I wonder how many of the nations would tamely submit to such 
admonition, even the apparently decadent and decrepit. Welldol 
remember the constant abuse of the Turks as a dying and 
mischievous people. Who to-day does not know of the plans for 
dividing up Turkey's moribund body—of the war-plot, for instance, 
to give her capital city to the Russians? But Constantinople is still 
Turkish ; the country has performed an act of self-rejuvenation 
which is the wonder of the nations and their statesmen, and it has 
recently shown the way to the peaceful revision of treaties—a 
service for which all mankind acknowledges itself its debtor! No! 
suicide is no honourable exit from the troubles of peoples any more 
than it is respected when the sorrows of individuals are concerned. 
It is a denial of the human reason and the human heart. It is 
the discouragement of sane and healthy effort. Lt is the supreme 
counsel of despair which, in human affairs, can do no good and bodes 
only evil. 
F the nations are irritated by the presence of the Jewish minority, 
let them search their own minds and consciences for the 
explanation. And if they long for a short cut to the solution of 
their difficulties, let them consult the Jewish scriptures. T 
they will find it in five words more eloquent and effective than a 
whole library of racial animosity—~ love thy neighbour as thyself?’ 
It is they who have created their own difficulties by their flouting 
of this teaching. Let them turn for release to the words of 
the Hebrew Prophet. Meanwhile, the Jewish people must 
stand by its right to live and by the divine teaching which is the 
spiritual basis of that claim. . . . Will it succeed in that 
struggle? Can it prevail, at long last, against the formidable 
dangers that everywhere threaten it? Let us not be too confident

FASCIST FEAR OF EX-SERVICEMEN

Ss. O. (° Mick”) Clarke, local leader of the Blackshirts, spoke on 
Friday evening last at Victoria Park Square, Bethnal Green. I have 
always had a certain respect for him as a capable organiser and a good 
tactician, but it was very bad tactics to show so clearly that the 
ex-Servicemen’s movement against Fascism and anti-Semitism, on the 
one hand, and the reports published in THe Jewisn CHRONICLE, on 
the other hand, were bothering hun a good deal. 

He graciously admitted that THe JewisH CHRONICLE reports of 
his meetings were correct “almost word for word.” 

He then said: “I call him (Tae Jewish Curonic.e reporter) in 
public a confounded liar of the. worst type. . The representative of 
THe JEWISH CHRONICLE is the biggest liar and perverter of the truth.” 
This, after he had just stated himself that the reports were entirely 
accurate. Clarke's vehement denunciation of THe Jew1sH CHRONICLE 
indicates that Fascism cannot breed when the spotlight of truth is 
cast upon it. As I heard one person remark : “THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
only prints his own words. Why should he be annoyed? He should 
be glad of the publicity.” 

Of the demonstration of ex-Servicemen against Fascism and anti- 
Semitism that 1s being arranged for Sunday next, he said: “ Let them 
go. They're welcome to go as much as they like. Inside the ranks 
oi the procession there will be no honest or decent ex-Serviceman.”

The British Umon of Fascists: holds regular weekly meetings at 
Ridley Road, Dalston. There are usually large audiences numbering 
some hundreds in attendance, and the district is one of the 
Blackshirt centres. The speaker last week caused great laughter 
when he said: “Fascism has never attempted to destroy 
Christianity or rehgion. That applies to all sects in this country. 
We have no policy against any religion, not even the Jewish.” 
But when he went on to accuse the League of the Godless 
in Russia of responsibility for the destruction of the Spanish Churches, 
and told an audience, of some 300, that the head ot the League is one 
Lunarcharsky, and made the comment: “ ] hope I haven't said any- 
thing offensive and he doesn’t live here,” it became clear that 
he was indulging in Jew-baiting. An incident occurred on the 
fringe of the audience, when a non-Jew, who had just been ordered away 
from the meeting for creating a disturbance, so molested a Jewish 
bystander that the Jew, an oldish man, had to walk away. When the 
speaker said: “ Borodin set up the Communist Red Army” and 
someone commented: “And they were Jews.” the speaker replied : 
“Thank you, J can’t say that.” But the best comment was made by a 
non-Jew who walked away and said: “I’ve been here an hour and 
I haven't heard one word of Fascist policy.” 

The true intellectual calibre of the Blackshirts was seen at question 
time. The speaker was asked whether he would support aesthetic 
principles. He replied: “Sure! We will kick the little half-wits 
out of Bloomsbury who write poetry and sex.” This statement also 
reveals the close intellectual solidarity between Hitler’s Germany 
and the B.U.F. One wonders whether the Blackshirts would indulge 
in a monster “ burning of books” as occurred in Germany., It was 
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asked whether Svnagogues had been burnt in Spain. This speaker did 
not know and did not care. But other Blackshirt speakers proved 
themselves far cleverer and made full use of that question. No answer 
Vas given to the question as to whether the Fascists would rise against 
the elected government in England if they fail to come to power at the 
next election, as have the Fascists in Spain.

had tne privilege 3) talk with Protessor kaiward Robertson, 
t rolessor of Semitic Languages and Literatures at Manchester, on the 
subject. Heis not unaware cf the currents running beneath the surface 
in Jewish rehgious thought and of the delicacy of the approach to the 
very Orthodox. But he ts more than anxious to improve the Depart- 
ment in every way possible and to welcome Jewish students and afford 
them the unrivalled resources of a university. Your staunch 
protagonist of the Orthodox objectors, jealous, as he properly is, for the 
truths of Judaism, fires a heavy broadside: “ What,” he says, “ about 
the Christian exegesis of the Seriptures?” The reply is simple. Professor 
Robertson tells me he is willing to meet this by changing the course of 
studies so that Jewish exegesis, if needed, will be provided instead 
for Jewish students. As for the rest. surely there is nothing to be said 
against the higher courses, pure and simple, in Semitic languages that 
can be provided nowhere so well as at a university ? 

In the course of our conversation, I learned also of the important 
research work carried on by Jewish students from time to time; the 
Midrashic thesis for which Rabbi Solomon Fisch, of Sheftield, was 
awarded his Ph.D. this year is a case in point. This type of work could 
offend no Jewish scruples at all, and both Professor Robertson and 
Mr. H. M. J. Loewe, of Cambridge, the External Examiner, agree that 
it deserves wide publication—but both deplore the lack of a 
Publications Fund for the purpose. 

Finally, I am now permitted by the Professor to disclose that a 
new departure has for some time been contemplated in the Depart- 
ment by the founding of a section devoted to the study of modern 
Hebrew. The project has been quietly discussed, and its establish- 
ment will now, as in all things of this nature, depend on the outside 
support that can be obtained for it. There is an invaluable opportunity 
to help the University and it is suggested that publie-spirited Jewish 
men and women should combine to encourage the development of the 
Department of Semities; three avenues are open: (1) the provision of 
a Publications Fund so that Jewish research work at the University 
may be published; (2) help for the establishing on a permanent. basis 
of the Hebrew section (with Rabbinics and allied subjects), and includ- 
ing the Modern Hebrew Department; and (3) the encouragement of 
deserving students. There are one or two Jewish funds now for the 
aiding of worthy students; perhaps their Trustees could be persuaded 
to employ an active policy of selection in this direction?

A Jewish Secondary School for Manchester 


From Mr. I. SUNLIGHT 
To the Editor of Tur Jewitsu Curonicre 


SiR, It is high tune that Manchester should follow the lead 
London in the Jewish Secondary School movement. The main educationa 
advantages which a school of that description would afford are: (1) The 
chidren would not have to rush away from home to attend the Hebrew 
Classes in the evening after being tired out by their general school work 
during the day; (2) as the attendance at a Secondary School continues 
until the pupils have matriculated, they would thus be able to go on with 
their Hebrew lessons until the age of sixteen or seventeen, mmstead ot, 
as is generally the case, leaving the Hebrew Classes at the age o! 
thirteen. If an earnest. effort were made by those who are genuinely 
interested in the cause of Jewish education, ways and means could be 
found to overcome all difficulties, including those of finance. Manchester 
Jewry, more perhaps than any other, badly needs the establishment of 
such an institution, and I hope that our Community will not be slew in 
making a move in that direction,

literary recreation. It will be not merely a recreational meeting-place 
for young people, but will serve as a rendezvous for the holding of 
communal meetings, as well as for the celebration of social functions. 
In the opinion of many, it is no less than a scandal that so thickly

That day they had to mourn the death of Dr. Billig who was 
assassinated in Palestine under peculiarly .callous circumstances, 
The Jewish answer to terrorism was, however, not retaliation. 
‘| heir answer to terrorism in Palestine was more coustructive work 
and more achievement. They would go on steadily with the 
upbuilding of their National Home. The fact, said Dr. Wright. that 
a group in this country, in the midst of the troubles, was going out 
to Palestine, proved in deeds what they always said in words, that 
they were standing firm. They intendedto maintain their position 
aud nothing would shake them or shift them. 

Mr. Cyril Q, Henriques and the Rey. J. K. Goldbloom spoke 
respectively for the Anglo-Palestine Club and the Zionist Federation 
of Great Britain.

Palestine Village Pioneer Fund 
TO SETTLE ORTHODOX FAMILIES 


‘The first meeting of the Fund was held recently in the Board 
lioom of the New synagolue, gerton hoad, Stamford Hill, with 
Mr. A. B. Davis in the Chair. 

It was stated thatthe aim of the Fund was to erect dwelling 
accommodation for Orthodox agricultural workers in Palestine, A 
large Committee was formed, including communal workers, 
Members of the Board of Deputies and Honorary Officers of United 
SVvpagogues., 

Sic Robert Waley Cohen accepted the Presidentship, Sir 
Montague Burton, Councillor M. H. Davis and Mr. David Morris, the 
Vice-Presidentships, and Mrs. Boss Price was elected Treasurer. 

The Economic Board for Palestine has agreed to work in 
conjunction with the Treasurer,and will transfer all money collected 
to Palestine free of charge. Donations should be sent to the 
Treasurer (Mrs. Boss Price, Brook House, Park Lane, W.), or to the 
Palestine Economic Board, 45, High Holborn, E.C. 

The Government of Palestine has given nearly 900 dunams of 
Crown lands, on a 99 years’ lease, for the settlement of 300 religious 
families of farm-workers. To each family will be given a portion 
of this land for their own vegetable garden and cottage, the erection 
of which will cost £205; and the Palestine Mortgage and Credit 
Bank, in conjunction with the Jewish Agency, will advance to each 
family « loan of £155 per cottage against the guarantee of the 
Farmers’ Federation. Each family must supply the first £50, 1 
order to complete the total of £205, and the aim of the Fund is to 
supply needy settlers with this £50, 

The settlers were brought over last year from the Carpathian 
Hills with special certificates that were given to the President of 
the Farmers’ Federation by the High Commissioner.

GOVERNMENT YIELDING TO TERRORISTS? 


A Disaster for all Jewry Threatened 


ANTI-SEMITIC OFFICIALS BANEFUL INFLUENCE 


Stealthy Betrayal of Great Britain's Pledge 


The appalling possibility that the Palestine Government comtemplates yielding to Arab terrorism by capitulating 
to Arab demands, is strongly indicated by latest dispatches from that country. 


The Arab Supreme Committee issued a proclamation on Wednesday night calling off the strike and giving assurances 


that when order had been restored the Government would: 


1. Suspend Jewish Immigration ; 


2. Release the Arab agitators interned at Sarafand: 


3. Withdraw charges against certain categories of 
offenders during the disturbances. 


This follows the negotiations with Nuri Pasha who had previously discussed the terms of settlement with the Palestine 


Government. 


Such a betrayal of Government pledges, after the heroic conduct of Palestine Jewry in face of murder and 
destruction, would snap the already over-taxed self-restraint of the Yishuv after four months of anarchy and 


plunge the country into civil war. 


THE COLONIAL SECRETARY, MR. ORMSBY-GORE, IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS ON 
JUNE 19th, PLEDGED THE GOVERNMENT NOT TO YIELD TO VIOLENCE AND OUTRAGE. 


The traqi Foreign Minister, who has been staying at Government 
House, this week met members of the Arab Higher Committee in an 
attempt to end the present reign of terror. Our Jerusalem Correspondent 
cabled on Wednesday evening the following news: 


The Arab Committee have to-day accepted Nuri Said Pasha's terms 
and have asked him to consummate the final agreement. The strike will 
probably end this week-end on the basis of the terms proposed by the 
iraqi Minister (which include the cessation of Jewish immigration). 

The Government is expected to announce the suspension of immigra- 
tron until the report of the Royal Commission is published and will 
probably grant other concessions, such as the release of 200 agitators— 


at present interned—and the abandonment of proceedings against certain 
types of offenders. 


Thus the Jews are about to suffer a most terrible reverse, after 


maintaining the utmost restraint, the reward for their sacrifices being a 
bitter political defeat. 


Despite the fact that ight more Jews have been killed or have 

ied trom their wounds during the past week, there has been a definite 
terrorist activities during the last few day 

Attention in Palestine has been focussed upon the conferences of 
Nuri Pasha Said, the Iraqi Foreign Mimster,. with members of the 
Higher Arab Committee. The results of his negotiations were awaited 
with deep apprehension by the Yishuy, since it was understood that his 
' roposals tollowed the lines of those of the Emir Abdullah—cessation of 
hostilities in return for cessation of Jewish lnnugration, Meanwhule, 
apparently as a reward for last week's murder of women and children, 
twenty-five Arabs, including the leader of the Jaffa extremists, were 
cleased last Friday from the internment camp at Sarafend, According 
to rumours, this action was due to the Emir Abdullah, who has assured 
the Government that henceforth they will exert a pacifying influence 
on the Arabs of Palestine. 

It is significant that adverse criticism of the Palestine Govern- 
ents anti-Jewish attitude is now being voiced on all sides. Mr, 
Beverley Nichols, from whose latest book we give an extract on another 
page, had only to be in Jerusalem for a week in order to realise that 
anti-Semitism was rife among British officials in Palestine. Our own 
Jerusalem Correspondent and the writer of a special article on the 
‘usturbances, both express the opinion that the Government has made 
no determined attempt to suppress the disorders, our Special Corres- 
pondent asserting that the High Commissioner is influenced by the 
anti-Semitic influences in the Administration.

Jewish Arabic Scholar Murdered 


The murder of Levy Billig, lecturer on Arabie literature at the 
Hebrew University and staunch friend of countless Arabs, has been 
the tragic event of the past eight day Ss. 

He was found on Friday morning, his head shattered by a bullet, 
lving aeross his desk in lus home at Talpoth, Jerusalem. Arabic 
manuseripts were on the table before him. Sporadic shooting had 
taken place all the evening in the Talpioth area, but powder marks 
on the window ledge of his room showed that it was not a stray bullet, 
but a shot from a weapon deliberately thrust through the shutter, 
whieh killed him. 

Thousands of people attended his funeral. The High Com- 
missioner was represented by his Aide de Camp and representatives 
of the Government and of Jewish national institutions, as well as 
the entire staff of the University and the students, were present. 
Funeral addresses were delivered by Dr. J. L. Magnes, Dr. Goitein, 
Mr. Ben Zvi and a representative of the students. It was the first 
funeral of a victim of the disturbances to be attended by a personal 
representative of the High Commissioner. The University was closed 
all Friday as a sign of mourning. (An obituary notice appears ea 
page 10.) 

The same day, a party of Jewish workers of the Haozar Farm, 
near Kfar Saba, were ambushed when travelling by car to Tel-Aviv 
by an Arab gang numbering thirty. Three workers were killed out- 
right : Meir Belkind and his son, Bilu Shimshon, and Baruch Gurevatz, 
aged twenty-three. Shoshana Laznicki, aged seventeen, and Reuben 
Straus, aged twenty-three, died a few days later, and two others were 
wounded, 
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As a result of a police search in the vicimty of Kfar Saba, one 
Arab was wounded and captured and tive were detained. An Arab

The seventh victun of the week was Hans Gruenwald, a twenty, 
three-year-old German immigrant, who was shot when Arabs opened 
tires at hus taxi trom an ambush Rainleh.

British Government and the Mandates Commission 
REFUSAL TO SUPPLY REPORT ON DISORDERS 


The Mandates Commission, in its report on the June session to 
ue Council of the League, takes note of the reservations expressed by 
the representative of the Mandatory Power that he was not in a 
position to answer questions concerning the disturbances in 1936, 
The Commission says that the report for 1935 foreshadows in several 
respects the disturbances that broke out in the spring of 1936, and 
‘or that reason it would have been desirable to consider the report 
‘or 1935 and a statement on the disturbances simultaneously. — As, 
however, the Mandatory Power informed the Commission that it could 
not at present fix a date for a thorough examination of the disturb- 
inees, the Commission decided to deal with the report for 1935 during 
the June session as best it could. while reserving the right to revert 
‘oO Inatters connected with the disturbances. 

The Mandates Commission also refers to illicit immigration, 
criticising the method of the Mandatory Power in deducting 1n advance 
‘rom the authorised immigration quotas, thus rendering the prevention 
‘! ilheit immigration more difficult. It asks for fuller details of the 
inethods, appointment, composition, sanctions and activities of the 
Supreme Moslem Council. 

The Mandates Commission's reports will be considered by the 
League Council at a meeting to be held on September 17th, the autumn 
ession of the Commission having been fixed for October 15th.

In the country at large, anti-Semitism is still raging. and violent 
physical attacks on Jews continue to occur. llowever, there is a 
noticeable tendency to seek other soiutions for the country’s ills 
than mere attacks on Jews. Thus even in Gdynia, the Polish port 
on the Baltic, where Jews had for years and still have all manner 
of difficulties placed in the way of settlement and where a fierce 
inti-Jewish campaign is raging,a new weekly has appeared whose 
bject is to combat anti-Semitism. The most surprising feature is 
that the editor and the entire staff are non-Jews, some of them 
ex- servicemen. In establishing the paper, the Editor wrote, he was 
prompted not so much by love for the Jews, as by the patriotic 
conviction that “anti-Semitism brings great harm to Poland” and 
leprives it of the efficiency and ability of millions of her loyal 


citizens. “Anti-Semitism is particularly destructive in Gdynia, 
Voland’s window to Western Europe and her only port,” the editor 
informed me in the course of an interview. ~— The Jews should be 


given all rights and facilities to develop the export trade.” 


An entire Jewish family has been murdered at Rotezinse, Southern 
Poland, by unknown persons who broke into their house. This is the 
cond murder committed on Jewish families locally within a week. 

The Municipality of Rowno has decided, despite Jewish protests, to 
oname one of the local streets '* Petlura Street,” in perpetuation of the 
memory of the notorious Ukrainian Ataman who was responsible for 
several of the worst pogroms in the Ukraine following the Great War. 

‘ Let the Jews burn!’ was the inhuman cry raised by non-Jews in 
the town of Worke during a great tire caused by Endeks who set fire to 
the local synagogue. 

Au appeal has been lodged at the Lublin High Court on behalf of the 
lews sentenced in the Przytyk poyrom trial, which took place recently in 
talom. The appeal declares that the Court’s reasons for its verdict 
were biased and ignored not only the pro-Jewish witnesses, but also the 
evidence of the police. 

Itis reported from Pultusk that Endeks who endeavoured to place 
pickets outside Jewish shops on the occasion of a local fair were promptly 
‘dispersed by Polish peasants and workers, 

A large band of peasants, under the leadership of a local Endek 
landowner, last week carried out a carefully planned and audacious armed 
attack on the village of Wyszovski, near Warsaw, demolishing every 
Jewish home in the village.

Nazis Shechita Concession 


Herr Greiser Climbing Down 


Following a conference between representatives of the Danzig 
Jewish Community and the Nazi Senate authorities, permission has 
been given to bring a small amount of Kasher meat into Danzig 
from Ossowa, on the Danzig-Polish frontier, where the animals may 
be killed in the ritual manner. The quantity, however, is by far 
below the needs of the Jewish population in Danzig. The Jews are 
insisting that the prohibition on Shechita is against the Constitu- 
tion, and are demanding the abolition of restrictions. 

According to the GAzeTA PoLskA, the Danzig Nazis are at the 
moment evidencing a more moderate attitude, and Herr Greiser, the 
President of the Senate, now declares that Danzig does not wish to 
make any changes in its Statute, and that the Nazi Party recognises 
the rights of Poland and the Polish minority,

A QUARREL 


Speech and Silence once had a violent quarrel! 
as to which had rendered the greater Service to 
Humanity, as to which of the two had been 
most useful to the world. From words they 
proceeded to blows, and the matter reached 
the ears of the king, who summoned the parties 
to court to submit to royal judgment. A day 
was fixed for the hearmg, and the matte 
having aroused widespread interest, a large 
number of courtiers attended at the palace for 
the purpose of being present at the 
adjudication of the dispute. 


Tue Tria 


The fateful day arrived, and Silence went to 
the back door of the palace and quietly slipped 
in and made lis way to the Throne Room, 
while Speech had the greatest difficulty in 
making his way through the great throng. of 
courtiers to the place of judgment. The king 
signified his royal pleasure that Speech should 
first state his case, and he accordingly began : 

“Oh, king,” said he, “my claim to pre- 
eminence can hardly be disputed. Without me 
the world could hardly exist. With my aid; 
man is able to communicate with his neighbour, 
to express his wants and his desires. Through 
me, the business of the market-place, of the 
house of judgment, of the council chamber, 
is transacted.

The low whisper of 
affection, the loud cry of alarm, are both 
borrowed from me. It is I who have rendered 


the greater services to humanity; it is to me 
that judgment must be awarded.”

“Now.” said the king, “let us hear the 
answer. 
But Speech at once protested. “Oh. no!” 


he exclaimed. “See, I have triumphed! For 
only through speech can Silence advocate his 
claims. Without me, he cannot proceed.” 

The king stroked his chin, a little puzzled 
by this shrewd objection. But he saw no way 
out; ahd, amid the plaudits of the court, he 
awarded judgment to Speech.

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Speech and Silence

HE other day someone was very rude 
to me.

A QUARREL 


Speech and Silence once had a violent quarre! 
as to which had rendered the greater service to 
Humanity, as to which of the two had been 
most useful to the world. From words they 
proceeded to blows, and the matter reached 
the ears of the king, who summoned the parties 
to court to submit to roval judgment. A day 
was fixed for the hearing, and the matte: 
having aroused widespread interest, a large 
number of courtiers attended at the palace for 
the purpose of being present at the 
adjudication of the dispute. 


Tue TRIAL 


The fateful day arrived, and Silence’ went to 
the back door of the palace and quietly slipped 
in and made lus way to the Throne Room, 
while Speech had the greatest difficulty im 
making his way through the great throng of 
courtiers to the place of judgment. The king 
signified his royal pleasure that Speech should 
first state his case, and he accordingly began: 

“Oh, king,” said he, “my claim to prfe- 
eminence can hardly be disputed. Without me 
the world could hardly exist. With my aid, 
man is able to communicate with his neighbour, 
to express his wants and his desires. Through 
me, the business of the market-place, of the 
house of judgment, of the council chamber, 
is transacted.

It is I who have rendered 
the greater services to humanity; it is to me 
that judgment must be awarded.”

“Now,” said the king, “let us 
answer. 

But Speech at once protested. “Oh, no!” 
he exclaimed. “See, I have triumphed! For 
only through speech can Silence advocate his 
claims. Without me, he cannot proceed.” 

The king stroked his chin, a little puzzled 
by this shrewd objection. But he saw no way 
out; and, amid the plaudits of the court, he 
awarded judgment to Speech. Silence slunk 
shamefacedly away.
